MUCH DISPLAY 
OF ILL-TEMPER 


The Senate was not In an amlablo 
■late of mind yesterday, and, as a con¬ 
sequence. there were several clashes 
of temper. The day was begun with a 
speech by Senator Stone, of Missouri, 
In which he assorted that the German 
officials bad taken exception to re¬ 
marks recently made by Senator Al¬ 
drich relative to the wage statement 
supplied by the German Government.

Pa., June 1—The strike 
of the motornteti and conductors of the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company, 
which began last Saturday morning, is 
nww in proto* of eettlvment and those 
having the mutter In charge confidently 
aezert that It will be brought lo a close 
wahln twenty-four hours. 

Serious rioting, which started last 
night, wo* renewed to-day In vatious sec- 
* v»n* of th* QRj'c jM“©t of the dlsturb- 
•' -' * .i>oq hour, when 

workers amused rtmm**Tv»gup throwing 
brick* and other mlHstle* at parsing 
raoiormen and conductors. For the first 
lime since the strike began a number or 
th* employe* on the elevated road de¬ 
serted their post* and joined the strikers. 
This line, however, continued in opera¬ 
tion ail day. Cars on the other lines of 
the company ran at Irregular interval* 
until night foil, when no further attempt 
was made to continue tho service. 

Influential political leader* to-day bent 
all their energies toward* bringing tn* 
trouble to a peaceable conclusion. 8 ena- 
tor McNIohol, the recognized Republican 
leader, and Senator Vare. who control* 
the down-town section, announced that 
they sympathized with the men and were 
trying to bring the strike to an end. After 
a conference with a number of the strike 
leader* at hi* home. Senator McNIohol, 
on behalf of the men, submitted to the 
company the demands of the men. 
These. It 1 * understood, were somewhat 
modified from their original demand*. 
Twenty-two cent* an hour. Instead of & 
cent*, as originally asked, is said to be 
the new demand. In addition, the men 
ask the privilege of buying their uni¬ 
form* in the open market; a day's work 
to consist of not more than ten hours, 
the abolition of the "swing" system; the 
reinstatement of all the old men. and 
tho »eitlenient of all future difficulties 
by conferring with a committee repre¬ 
senting the men.

NO EXCUSE FOR 
WORK OF MOB 


Gov. Willson Denounces the 
Lynchers of Maxey. 


Guilty of Crime of Wicked, 
Cowardly Murder. 


He Will Do All In His Pow- 
er To Punish 1 hm 


MORE DETAILS OF HANGING. 


Frankfort, Ky., June 3.— [Special.]—No 
steps have been taken by any officials of 
ths county to bring to Justice the mem¬ 
ber* of th* mob which lynched John 
Maxey, a negro, here this morning No 
application will be mod© to th* Governor 
for tho offering of a reward for the cap¬ 
ture and conviction of member* of the 
mob coid It la very probable that nothing 
will ever be done. 

Gov. Willson issued a statement this 
afternoon In which he said that he stood 
ready to offer a reward and do anything 
In hi* power to bring to Justice the men 
who participated In the lynching. He de¬ 
nounced tho crime and the men who were 
guilty.

Governor's Statement. 


Gov. Willson’s statement was a* fol¬ 
lows: 

"Between 1 and 2 (o’clock last night. 
Gov. Willson was waked up by a tele¬ 
phone call and Informed that a reporter 
in the office of the Kentucky Stale 
Journal wished to say to him that a 
negro hnd been hung on the bridge In 
Frankfort. Ky.. and wished to know 
whether he had anything to say about It. 
Th© Governor had heard nothing of the 
•hooting affray which preceded this and 
knew' nothing of tho ca*e, and thinking 
that the legal authorities, charged by 
InW with the prosecution of crimes, 
should take the proper action, and that 
the Governor had no authority over the 
matter or over their action, except to of¬ 
fer a reward when applied for according 
to law. answered that he knew nothing 
of the case and had nothing to do w*lth 
it at that time, and not knowing did 
not wish to say anything about tt then. 

Tlie duty of arresting and prosecuting 
those guilty of this crime is not reposed 
In the Governor by our law*, and he ha* 
no control whatever over the police or 
court or prosecuting officers, but he is 
authorised by law* to offer a reward for 
the apprehension and conviction of thoi 
guilty.

No Excuse For It.

It Is stated by those who were up at 
the time of the lynching thnt tto circus 
hod left Frankfort at the time of tto 
hanging and that none of the circus mm 
w**n? In tho mob. Only thorn* who went to 
the Jnll. It Is said, wure masks. 

But Hi tie resistance wns offered the 
mob at the jail this morning. About 
a dozen men. all masked, went to the 
Jail and knocked on the «loor. The Jailer 
was asleep, not having hud uny warning 
that a mob wo* forming. Although there 
had be«m talk o? a mob earlier tn the 
night but little attention wss paid to It, 
Jailer Bridges went to bed about If 
o'clock. When he wns awakened, shortly 
after 2 o'clock thl* morning by the pound¬ 
ing on the door, he looked out of the 
window and asked what was wanted. He 
wa* told to come down at once. He went, 
thinking that some onr had n prisoner 
for him. As soon os he stepped outside 
tto door l»e was seized by several men, 
who held him securely. The krvs to the 
Jail w'©re,ln hi* coat ticket and they 
were taken by a monitor of the mob. 
While several men held Bridge*, the oth¬ 
ers entered the JaJl. They found Mazev 
It* the corridor, oh a cot. He was un¬ 
dressed and lmd been asleep. He was 
seised, hi* hands hound and the mob then 
started for the bridge. Joining the large 
body of lynchers who lmd remained in 
tlie stre-ct. The march to tho Jail wa* 
made silently nnd there was but little 
cor,fusion after Mnxey hart been secured 
and the mob lmd begun the march to¬ 
ward the bridge. 

Maxey had a had record. He had been 
convicted of several thefts and war 
known to the frolic© as a had negro, lie 
was drunk and disorderly all day yester¬ 
day. trying to pick a quarrel several 
time* on the circua grounds during tho* 
afternoon.

CAPTURED AFTER HOT 

RACE WITH DETECTIVES. 


Chicagoan Accused of Trying To Ex¬ 
tort Money From Woman With 
Missing Husband. 


Chicago. June 3.—Benjamin Miller, zl- 
h*g**d to have attempted to extort $300 
from Mrs Itonjnmtn Barter, whose hus¬ 
band. a life ln*uranee ngunt, disappeared 
mysteriously several w«*-k* ago. wwa ar¬ 
rested here to-day. According to tho 
police. Miller wrote an unsigned fetter 
to Mlh. Porter stating that for $300 to be 
secrwly left tucked over a doorknob at 
Taylor and Halsted »treet*. Mr Porter 
would to returned to his home. This let¬ 
ter. like previous ones of similar purport. 
Mr*. Porter turned over to the authorities. 
A woman drrased to resemble Mrs. Porter 
visited the tuMres* given in th© letter 
early to-day and did as requested with 
tto money. Miller, it is charged, grabbed 
the money and started to run away. De¬ 
tect Ive* conceal'd In neighboring door¬ 
ways gave chase, firing several shot* and 
overhauling the fugitive after an exciting 
race. 

Th© disappearance of Mr. Porter has 
been a mystery which hit* baffled tto 
police for several weeks. He carrt»M with 
him $ 200 , which to hnd collected for th© 
company which employed him Absolute¬ 
ly no trace of him h*» been discovered, 
nor anything which would Indicate 
whether he is rtexul or allvo. Anonymous 
letter writers sre supposed to have at¬ 
tempted to profit by Mr> Porter's 
anxiety. It Is not believed that any of 
them »ire tho kidnapers of tho mlsslr.g 
man. 

Miller told the police thnt he had been 
hired by a man to get the money, lit* 
©mplnyer, to said, wa* a mart he had met 
only h Tew days ngo The man *ald he 
hsd ptatihed the husband of u woman who 
wn* In love with him and that tto woman 
wanted to give him some money He wa* 
afraid to go for It and paid Miller to do 
Ih© job.

Juno 3,—News of the death of 
tho Rev. Henry J. Bruce nt Panchganl. 
India, on May 4. reached here to-day. For 
forty-seven years Mr Bruce hn* bren one 
of the American board's missionaries In 
Indio. H© was 74 year* old and a grad- 
iuate of Amherst Colteip*. H© is survived 
by a widow und several children.

Every person who took port In lt 
Is guilty of the crime of a wicked, cow¬ 
ardly murder, with no legal defense If 
he did take part in It. und with no po**l- 
hie excuse, und the Governor will uphold 
the officers of the law’ In the prosecution 
of every person guilty of It. and will do 
all In his power to aid. eticourago and 
exhort the officers of the law to punish 
this crime and uphold tho law and the 
honor of tlie State.

Hnd No Intimation, 

"The Governor stated that If he had 
hnd any warning or Intimation of any 
kind of the shooting of the white man 
by th© negro, or anything that Indicated 
uny danger of a mob. effective mrasures 
would have been taken to prevent it. 

"There Is no law or custom which sub¬ 
jects the Governor to being called up •( 
midnight to express his views on u esse 
about which he huz no knowledge, but 
the Voporter demanded such an expres¬ 
sion. and the Governor felt that It was 
Improper to say anything about a cu - 
of which he knew nothing, except tto* 
bare statement that a man had been 
lynched. le*t lt.be taken as a reflection 
upon the authorities who were entitled to 
confidence in their doing their duty.” 

Work of the Mob. 


Th© mob, which. It Is said, was com¬ 
posed of the younger men of Frank, -it. 
many of whom probably never had a re¬ 
volver In their hands before, took John 
Maxey, a negro with a had record, from 
the county Jail about 2:30 o'clock this 
morning and hanged him from one of the 
large girders supporting tto 8 t. Clalr- 
street bridge, shooting him to death after 
they had forced him to climb up the gird, 
er to his death. 

R. J. Welndel. a well-known young nian 
who Is In charge of a dry goods store in 
Frankfort, was shot In the leg by the a*- 
cklenuu discharge of a revolver uft.*r the 
ly'nchlng. Welndel narrowly escaped 
bleeding to death before a physician could 
to secured to stop tlie flow of blood. He 
went to the bndgo. attracted by the 
lynching, when a revolver wa* dropped 
and wont off. The bullet struck Wefnd©! 
In the left leg. near the anklo, and ranged 
upward.

Tn© Uxlv wus taken 
down shortly after the mob dispersed ami 
Is now at th© undertaking parlors 
Mr. Graham, where it is being held for 
the members of the family, if there ure 
any. 

Two attempts were made to hang 
Maxey. but tto rope broke th© first time. 
Th© negro was taken onto th© bridge, 
th© rop©. which wns a weak one. was 
placed around his nook and th© other end 
run over a beam at the top of tto* super¬ 
structure. Th© negro, pleading with tto 
mob for his IK©, was swung up, but tho 
rope broke and h© dropped to the bridge 
His hands had been tied behind tils hack 
was a piece of cord and he lay inert ufter 
hi* fall, moaning feebly. 

Cries and advice of all kinds rsme from 
the crowd around the n©gro. (me sug¬ 
gestion was that he to thrown Into th© 
river and given a clunc© to escape if hi* 
could- There were also cries of ".^hoot 
him!” and other cries of "Hang him"*

Coroner's Inqu ry Is Post¬ 
poned To June 10 

TESTIMONY AT THE INQUEST. 


Chicago. June 3.—{Special J—The Coro¬ 
ner’s inquiry' Into the death of Dr. John 
T. lilnktey, Sr., of Evansville, lnd., who 
was found dead In a local hotel last 
right, was continued to-day until June 
10, after Coroner’s Physician RheJnhardt 
had made a post-mortem examination 
of the body und discovered whul ha de¬ 
clared to be evidence In support of the 
theory, that tho uged physician did not 
commit suicide. 

As a result of the testimony, the police 
are now working on the theory that the 
case is one of murder. Dr. Warren 
Springer, the Corontr’a physician, who 
conducted a post-mortem examination, 
said after the inquest that Dr. Plnk.ay 
could rut have shot himself with hi* 
lift hand. 

"Two of the fingers were missing from 
that hand,” said Dr. bpringer, "and the 
cords and muscles w ♦ re so drawn and 
wasted as to tuake the hand practically 
useless. It would have iH*u absolutely 
Impossible fur him to have held a »#• 
vtlver In It; certainly he could not have 
fired It. 

“The shot was fired through the left 
check and ranged upwaid and back, 
where It lodged In tho bruin and caused 
diath. The lack of powder bunts le.ids 
me to lelleve the shot wan fired from a 
distance of ut least elntit Inches. It 
hardly seems possible that such a shot 
could have been fired by the right band 
of tho victim, although I am not pre¬ 
pared to say that it might not have 
been.**

He sat 
with his right hand nearest to the bed 
which was About a foot away The pistol 
lAy on tho bed, with one chamber empty. 
The bullet, however, had entered his lett 
cheek and lodged In his brain, inflicting 
a wound from which It Is said death 
must have been Instantaneous. His coat 
and vest were found open and the wallet 
which he habitually carried In an Inside 
pocket was missing, as was hts watch. A 
small sum—IS (1—was foH,nd on the 
dresser In the room. His valise, in which 
he carried a few medical and toilet 
articles, end which had been on Ills knres 
when hi* daughter left Mm to so shop¬ 
ping. was found In s public toilet room 
twenty yards from the room, and of the 
uxiatence of which tho decedent Is said 
to have been lu Ignorance, his own room 
!>elng provided with similar facilities. 
Th« door of the room was not locked 
Dr. John T. Binkley. Jr., a son of the 
Kvnnsvlllo doctor, and founder of the 
Chicago hospital, testified that Uesth had 
taken place half an hour or forty min¬ 
utes before the return of Mrs. Upchurch 
and her daughter.

S. Morrison, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church of Evansville, 
of which the elder Binkley was a mem¬ 
ber. had received a letter of cheerful 
tone from Dr. Binkley, apparently mailed 
In Chicago onlv half an hour before his 
death. The letter asked for a photograph 
of an automobile, the purchase of which 
Dr. Binkley was contemplating. 

Those who testified at the Inquest to¬ 
day were Dr. John T. Binkley, Jr.. Mrs 
George Upchurch and her daughter. 
Elinor; Dr. Halford A. Watson, house 
physician of the hotel; T. C. r*opm. man¬ 
ager or the hostelry; Detective John 
Murphy. Thomas Moran, a porter, and 
Dr. RHnhurdt and Dr. Springer, of the 
Coroner’s office. 

Moran, the porter, spotted a sensation 
when he took the stand. Miss Upchurch 
had testified that she was sure her grand¬ 
father had been murdered, becaure as she 
fled the room with her mother, at the 
sight of the body, she was tudacd by 
some one who attempted to detain her. 
Moran explained that he was the person 
in question, and that he had restrained 
the women because of their hysterica! 
condition. The hearing of further evi¬ 
dence was postponed until June 10.

guw her money and told her to buy cher¬ 
ries and strawberries while he was sway 
and van them. 

The woman also stated that she saw 
tho ugtd physician take the money from 
his po«ket>x*ok and that she nattcr-d that 
he had Severn! t ilt* of f 10 and $20 In 
hts purse. She thinks there must have 
b«*en $100 or over In the pocketbo«k. The 
disappearance of this money leads Dr. 
Binkley's friends to believe that ha did 
not take hi* own Ufa.

AS MEMORIAL PARR TO SOUTHLAND 


Tribute To Confederate States’ President Paid by Col. 
Bennett H. Young—Read by Cel William A. Milton 
At Dedicatory Ceremonies. 


Col. Bennett H. Young, who was to 
hav* delivered tho address presenting the 
Jefferson Du vis birthplace at Falrvlew 
as a memorial park to tho South, was 
unavoidably detained In Chicago on legal 
business. Col. William A. Milton, of Lou¬ 
isville. represented him at tho dedication 
ceremonies and read Col. Young s address. 
It was as follows: 

On tho spot whero we now staud. 101 
year* ago. Jefferson Davis was born. Of 
the hundreds of thousands of peoplo then 
living (n Kentucky we can count on our 
Ungers all that remain, and a new genera¬ 
tion gathers about the scene of tho no- 
llvtty of this Illustrious man. and dedi¬ 
cates to his memory forever these nine¬ 
teen acres purchased by the Jefferson Da- 


v,. Home Awoclat.on. .ml which now 


become the property of the nation os a 
memorial to one of Its truest and bravest 
spirits. 

Two sons of Kentucky were the leaders 
In tho moet gigantic struggle mankind 
ever witnessed. They wero bom within 
125 miles of each other—A bra hum Lincoln, 
In “1803. In Larue county, and Jefferson 
Davis, ISOS. In Christian bounty. Neither 
reposes in the bosom of hla native Com¬ 
monwealth. but LJncotn sleeping in Illi¬ 
nois and Davis in Virginia a»o still tbo 
sons of Kentucky, and botn In their lives 
magnified and glorified the htstory of tho 
State that gave them birth. 


Was a Kentuckian. 


A recent popular movement has se¬ 
cured the birthplace of Abraham Lincoln, 
and a grateful nation is erecting a splen¬ 
did momortal to his virtues and achieve¬ 
ments. That he was a Kentuckian only 
makes him dearer to Kentucky's people. 
His triumphs over an hutnblo birth, and 
his vlctqyh** over adversities crown him 
with praise, and every Kentuckian, what¬ 
ever his view* or position upon questions 
which were involved in the wnr. Is ready 
to accord Mr. Lincoln a distinguished 
place on the scroll of the world's hemes. 
Stricken down by on assassin's hand at 
the moment when Federal success was 
assured and at a time when he might 
have rendered tho noblest and grandest 
service to tho American nation, among 
the rnen and women of the South, there 
Is none who envies Abraham Lincoln the 
beautiful structure gt the place of his 
birth, and thousands of Southern men 
and women hav* willingly contributed to 
tho fund collected from tho American 
people to make eternal Insofar as stone 
and bronze can do so the grandeur of 
private life and public service.

Inspiring acenc* In American history was 
when a little Southern girl pinned a Con¬ 
federate badge upon the lapH of WlU'nm 
McKinley, and the softest and godllest 
Words of t « Illation and love that ever 
came from a Statesman wore those ut¬ 
tered by Mr McKinley when he pleaded 
for the care and protection of Confederate 
graves by the Republic.

Suffered Extreme Punishment.

H** became the leader of hts peo¬ 
ple over Ills personal protest of un- 
worthlnvs* He assumed a task at which 
any human being might hesitate. The 
Font)) had no resources, no factories, no 
arsenals; it had a vulnerable a-ncoaet six 
times longer titan that of the other 
States; it had no atnndlng army upon 
which even to base the conflict. Mr Da¬ 
vis Warn© the head of the Confederate 
States, ami n<> responsibility so stupend¬ 
ous wag ever laid upon human heart; no 
burdvn so great ever placed upon hu¬ 
man shoulders.

The Fortification of the Canal. 

Whether tho Panama Cana.1 ahw.ll b<* 
neutral property or whether fortified In 
benalf of the United States !• the ques¬ 
tion that now comes forward to disturb 
the political, military and Journalistic 
dslatuTH. 

In the American Journal of Intcma- 
Pions' Law Gen. Peter C. Gains, U. S. 
A -ha* an article in which he advances 
tho argument that not only would forc- 
ficatton* be oonirary to our understand¬ 
ings with f>rc' 4 gn Governments. but 
they would bo wholly unnecessary. For 
last a nee. by tho terms of the Clayton- 
Bulwer Treaty, made with Great Brit¬ 
ain in I860, “the contracting parties 
likewise agree that each shall enter 
into treaty stipulations with such of 
LhP Central American State* as they 
deem advisable for the purpose of car¬ 
rying out the great design of this con¬ 
vention—namely, that of constructing 
and maintaining the said canal os a 
ship ooronwnrtcation between the two 
ocaans for the benefit of mankind—on 
equal terms to all." The same Idea do* 
emphasized In President Cleveland's 
first message to Congrosw. After that, 
"aA the nation grow* stronger, a less 
liberal spirit developed, which culmin¬ 
ated In the policy of national ownership, 
os well os exclusive control ami man¬ 
agement. to the end of giving to the 
United State* fmpi»oaod military ad¬ 
vantages" And, so, another treaty, 
known aa the Ilay-Varilla Treaty, 
was i>ubs<Hjm ntly made with Pan- 


agency in the defense of 
rights and property as any fortification 
on the Atlantic or Pac*rtc coast, that 
because of it the American navy can 
be quickly mobilized at a threatened 
point on either seaboard. The Eagle 
brings its comments to a climax thus: 

"Why the belief has arisen that oth©r 
nations would be allowed a voire In Its 
control It Is difficult to understand. H 
will be free to all commerce In time ot 
peace. In time of war, should the war 
affect the United States, commerce will 
be restricted so far as may be neces¬ 
sary to the protection of our Interests. 
And under no conditions whatsoever 
could any hostile power be permitted to 
send its fleets through this channel un¬ 
der the protection of neutralising regu¬ 
lations. A contrary iheory of jfttnul man¬ 
agement, one* tha^^ammttted the United 
States to the p^mrlple of divided con¬ 
trol. la so preposterous as not to be worth 
serious discussion."

But If the laws of nations be derma, 
tho lock* and other accessories are so far 
Inland as to be beyond the range of the 
guns of enemies outside. 

"Fourth—An attack py a combined land 
and naval force Ik unlikely, but is 
possible. To prevent that, every place 
along the coast near the canal, where it 
landing could be made, should be occu¬ 
pied To mount guns commanding (tie 
entrance to the canal will not suffice. If 
an attack be made by a fore# sufficiently 
strong, and It Is Inconceivable that it 
would be made by a weak one. fortifica¬ 
tion* commanding the entrances would 
not save It.

| "Second—The poorer classes now pay 
26 cents to 36 cents per pound for their 
tea mot 60 cents to 65 cents as falsely 
stated), which can be verified by inquiry 
at any retail grocery store. 

"Third—A tax of 10 cents per pound 
would simply mean that the price to the 
consumer would be increased that much.

General dental of the charges wo* 
made by former Judge Morgan J 
O Brian, counsel for the company, who 
submitted affidavits by the president, 
former United Htates Benatnr Thomas C 
Flntt. and ether officer* of the com¬ 
pany. i-ormur Senator Flatt answered at 
length the allegations regarding the 
manner hi which he has performed the 
duties devolving upon him as president 
of the express company. In hla affidavit 
he said: My attendance os Senator of 
the Umted States In Washington, while 
pr<*id<nt of the company, wa* in noway 
a disadvantage to the United States Ex¬ 
press Company. While I was In Wash- 
ngton 1 always continued dally to at¬ 
tend to the duties as president of the 
company. The statements that I have 
been broken duwn mentally and physical¬ 
ly are false and maliciously exaggerated 
1 am entirely able to attend to my 
duties." 

Affidavits relating to the 20.000 shares 
of the United Slates Express Company’* 
stock sold tn |yd. half to tha Adams Ex¬ 
press Company and half to the Ameri¬ 
can Express Company, were submitted In 
evidence.

Carl J. Hoster, of 
Columbus, Ohio, pledged himself to de¬ 
vote his efforts as the head of the or¬ 
ganisation to obtaining the proper regu¬ 
lation of saloons, the enforcement of the 
’.aw 1 * and a separation of the liquor busi¬ 
ness from vices which have crept Into the 
dispensing of beer. The association In 
secret -evasion adopted a resolution to 
tlie effect that the brewers who ship 
beer from their own 8 tet* into other 
Htates stul acquire customers In other 
States, should conform to the regulation* 
and limitations which havn been adopted 
by the local and Stato brewing organ¬ 
isations into whose territory they ship, 
and that they shduld assist tho local 
brewers In their efforts to improve sa¬ 
loon condition*.

Dr. Bogg<*s* devoted 
himself almost entirely to the «*ffei:t that 
mental suggefttlon has upon the patient, 
and et th© conclusion of hi* remarks the 
Hcv. Dr E. L. Powell Indorsed them. 

Another remarkable statement made by 
Dr. Boggra» was that the career of a 
nuniQ 1 * limited to from ton to fifteen 
year*. This might Indicate that Dr. Bog- 
r-s* in a believer In th© Osier theory, 
ut he didn't go Into details 
There was an atmosphere of charm and 
comfort about Hie big hall In the wom¬ 
an's Club when the right graduating 
nurses. In their white cups and gown*, 
took thrir places on either side of the 
stage. Down In the front rows twenty 
other pretty young girls, who are In the 
Junior cine* of the Training School, at¬ 
tired In their nurse gown*, listened to 
the words of praise for th© service tn 
which they were about to engage.

'Your school days are over." said Dr. 
Bogg©#», "but -you have arrived at a 
time when you are just beginning to 
learn. Like the medical student that ho* 
finished his course* In medical school, you 
huv© merely learned how to study From 
now on you must be vour own instructor, 
your own schoolmoeter. However, there 
t* something rise than mere technical 
training for nurses. Not alone must they 
develop the scientific side, but they must 
study your temperament. There Is no 
limitations to the study that you can do 
In that line. A nura© must poesees ten¬ 
derness, sympathy, kindness, purity of 
mind and womnniy grace. A nura© who 
does not possess these characteristics wli! 
never develop, no matter how technical 
or skilled ah© Is.

Trying Occupation. 

‘Three-fourth* of all the nurses spend 
their live* actively tn their choaen pro¬ 
fession. No doss has an occupation that 
Is quite so trying. There Is a certain 
element of altruism In It. The life of a 
nurse Is not a romance. She has got to 
make th© most of It. for th© limit of ncr 
career la from ten to fifteen 1 All of serv¬ 
ice. 

"There la a prevailing Idea among cer¬ 
tain lavmen that the constant association 
with disease and sickness makes th* 
nurse and the doctor hard-hearted ano 
callous There was never a greater mis¬ 
take made. Tit© constant association wlii> 
SirkncfU* and disease by trained nurse# 
and doctors brings about a greater ten¬ 
derness and more sympathy. 

"Very few nurses make an exception In 
the cases that they are called Into but no 
delicate nurse should go into the ordinary 
home where there ie a tuberculosis pa¬ 
tient unless there 1 * ©very possible pre¬ 
ventative against contagion.

When the verdict was read there was no 
demonstration whatever and after receiv¬ 
ing th© congratulations of the Jurors and 
others present Carpenter went with the 
members of hla family, a fro© man for the 
first time In over a year. 

The killing of Jackson occurred la*t 
May at the power station of th© United 
Gas and Electric Company, Bust Tenth 
and Water streets. New Albany, both 
men having been employed there. It was 
claimed at tho tltn© that Carpenter had 
acted In self-defense and that the trou¬ 
ble originated between the men over In¬ 
sulting remarks offered Mrs. Carpenter by 
Jackson. 8 o far as 1* known, however, 
there were no eyewitnesses to the kill¬ 
ing. which occurred In tbs basement. 

This is the only Important murder trial 
that hns been heard In New Albany for 
several year# and great lnu-rtist was 
taken In the case.

A 
larger acreage will b© planted and nior© 
attention to this crop will te given than 
In many years. 

Much rain has been favorable to those 
that had their ground peppered for to¬ 
bacco settlrg. Many say that much 
ground Is not ready, and on account of 
*o much rain tlmr© is a large per cent, 
not planted. Tb©r© Is also some co.n- 
plalnt about plants being scarce. Oav* 
arc looking well, and promise to be a 
larger crap than for fhe past few years 

Alfalfa is doing well and making a, 
splendid yield, but th© weather Is not 
K"«»d for cutting ths first crop.

It Is believed now that when a bill pro¬ 
viding for ouch inspection is offered in 
tho Legislature that It will pass. Tho 
bankers say that Kentucky Is about the 
only State In the union now that does 
not provide a rigid Inspection for State 
trank** and trust companies, so that the 
people who patronize them may have as 
good protection as they would In na¬ 
tional Itanks They say that large fail¬ 
ures would bo impossible with strict Com¬ 
pliance with the banking laws of the 
Stale.

Kentuckians and the Law. 


Virgil Y. Moore, the class represent¬ 
ative, In his oration. "The Law and 
the Kentuckian," referred to current 
events tn the State, and In a sensation¬ 
al way which attracted much atten¬ 
tion. After telling the members of his 
class that be did not regsrd them as 
the choice sons and daughters of the 
nation, he launched Into the discussion 
of the recent lawless occurrences. He 
said: 

'‘Scarce have the echoes of the pis¬ 
tol shot died away in the nigged moun¬ 
tains of the East, than the smoke of 
the burning boms darkens the heavens 
In the onoe haughty Pennyrlle of the 
Weal and ere the lash of the mob has 
ceased to sting din bleeding back of 
some harmless cltixen In the oountry, 
the rooming papers are being sold with 
scare headlines as to graft and corrup¬ 
tion so common In the rotten municipal 
governments of our cities." 

The reason Mr. Moore assigned tor 
this disregard of the law Is that from 
the Judge on the bench to the culprit, 
from the minister to the social outcast, 
there Is a disrespect for the law. dos¬ 
ing with an appeal to hls classmates to 
respect the law. 

The address of Dr. Smith to the 
graduating clas* was one of the most 
scholarly and thoughtful ever delivered 
In Kentucky and the eminent educa¬ 
tor was heartily applauded. Hls ad¬ 
dress In full was as follows;

membered always with pleasure, with 
affection and with flllsl reverence. It Is 
then with genuine emotion that I have 
turned from wanderings wide and fur 
beneath alien aklea and even anttscian 
suns, to the fair region that has contrib¬ 
uted to my life so much of value oml 
so much of charm.

The Interest of a student I* Inevitably 
focused, eometlm** even narrowly, upon 
hi* university, and the lnter»*#t of the 
man. though naturally expanded, atilt 
finds Its center In hls Alma Muter, at 
whose sight hls pul*** Thrill, hls breath 
come* quick, hls eyes catch flr** as afore¬ 
time nt th* vision of the love of hit 
youth, in whose sacred presence onro 
more **hls heart is ns a bird when sum¬ 
mer mounts hls throne." It Is true that 
the Alumnus of the 70s. returning to Lex- 
Ington. finds no longer the one university 
h** once knew A kind of spontaneous 
fission has token place, as In some or¬ 
ganisms where It is impossible to say of 
the resulting pair which Is daughter and 
which Is mother. 

But that Is only one form of develop¬ 
ment and of growth. In this rtfultiplle itlon 
by division three names are held In *- 
p^cial honor, th* names of MUlican. 
Whit* and McOarvey remained attucLe.i 
to tho former Kentucky, and present 
Transylvania. University; two other*, 
however, held in awful reverence, nr- 
hound up forever Indissolubly with this 
Institution The bearer of one. Prof. John 
\Icnry Neville, has passed In glory be¬ 


yond th* flaming bounds of space and 
time, the h**nign majesty of hls pn-**-noe 
is th* especial lack of this assembly; hls 
gracious smile, hls Illuminative discourse, 
his noble personality have all entered the 
still. Immovable realm of th* past.

You have a genial cli¬ 
mate. fearless of tho terror* of winter 
nor yet glowing beneath tho chariot of 
a sun too near, you have a city rich la 
tradition and Yuli of historic suggestion, 
neither so small as to bo provincial. In¬ 
capable of wide views and cramping In 
Its oonflnoment of Interests and aspira¬ 
tions. nor yet eo large a* to swallow 
up even a mighty university unconscious¬ 
ly In the blind maelstrom of It* com¬ 
mercial. industrial, political and social 
Ilf*.

Above all. however, you have a natur¬ 
al clientele unsurpassed on this planet tn 
all that constitutes nobility and excel¬ 
lence. whether physical, mental or moral. 
For nowhere else on this earth, not even 
In that hlstotlc valley fed with fertility 
t>v the Po before he sinks to rest with 
his attendant streams, does the plant 
called Man flourish with more exuberant 
growtli or atttaln more splendkl and stat¬ 
uesque proportions than right here on 
this limestone soil of Keatuckv. this rich- 
flowering garden spot of the Union. Can 
it be that a people who proudly and Just, 
ly acknowledge no superiors, can ft be 
that they will permanently consent to 
follow In the Intellectual or educational 
wake of tees favored but more preten¬ 
tious and aspiring communities?

Fried rich Wilhelm Nletaeche, that 
flero* meteor that so recently flashed 
with blinding momentary gleams across 
the midnight of German latter-day litera¬ 
ture. has told us In hts "Jonrelis dea 
Outer* und dee Boesen" (282) that "A spe¬ 
cie* originates and a type becomes es¬ 
tablished and strong lu the long strug¬ 
gle with essentially unfavorable condi¬ 
tions." He illustrates ht* threls by the 
Greek city-state and by Ventco. 

We need not fans across the anas for Il¬ 
lustrations New England and the Weei 
are nearer, and sill serve as well. Here 
tn this land of strength and beauty. It 
Is only the unfavorable conditions that 
have not been present In number or 
degree to span the bow of the spirit to 
Its utmost tension, to wing its, arrow* 
for fart heat flight. But the powers and 
potencies of human nature are all around 
you here In number and measure and 
degree nowhere surpa5*od on this broad 
terrene Nor does the circumstance that 
this university erters last upon the race 
of glory really make against Us chance* 
of brlllUnt achievement.

Tha Young's Advantage 


Speaking of the kng line of *lgnal 
fires that flashed from Asia to Mycenae 
the announcement of the fall of Tro>. 
Aeschylus declares- "Both first and last 
were victor* In the race." In fact, the 
youngest enjoys certain special advan¬ 
tages. All the wisdom garnered by near¬ 
ly three centuries of educative experience 
In the United .State* Is your*. No need 
for you to make experiment after ex¬ 
periment and slowly grope your way 
along dark and sinuous path* to the 
light. The countless mistake* of others 
He already behind your university, which 
may at once rise on the stepping-stones 
of their blunders to higher things. More¬ 
over. It ha* the proud privilege of enter¬ 
ing upon a career of positively assured 
success For many years the State Uni¬ 
versity wa6 everywhere on trial in the 
Bt uth, tire Wr*L the North, and hardly 
even admitted to trial In the East At 
last men grudgingly conceded tnat It 
might discharge* some useful function, 
though doomed never to rival the great 
aristocrat Ic and richly endowed private 
Institutions like Harvard and Yale, 
FTinceton and Columbia. Chicago and 
Ltland-Stanford. These It wa* thought 
must ever be the prlrm* lumlnnihw, th* 
centers of highest' culture th* well¬ 
heads of deepest science. Now at lost 
It is distinctly perceived that the case 
Is quite another Assuredly these ven¬ 
erable founudtions must for generations 
to come exert u great and beneficent in¬ 
fluence upon our civiltxntinn. Ages un¬ 
born will mention their names with rev¬ 
erence and lively gratitude. 

Nevertheless It la certain that the aen- 
1th of their relative, If not their abso¬ 
lute. Importance has been attained. Com¬ 
pared with the State universities, they 
must play henceforth a steady diminuen¬ 
do.

dominance of If* neighbor, whereas ihe 
£tare that develops this home Industry 
lays all it* neighbors under contribution 
and clutches the golden key* to rank, to 
distinction, to political urepotemo and 
world-wide recognition. 

These ore neither Idle nor Inflate 1 
words. They do not ptate even forcibly 
enough the overwhelming weight wun 
which Intelligence sml education, trainlnc 
nnd culture In all their varkd formM. L»ll 
Into the *4 ale » f pro-parity and wcaltlu' 
of happiness and material gain.

A Shining Example. 


Conaldor this example; The heavily d! 
mlnlahed attendance at Harvard this year 
la 8.918; af these cmlv 1.941 are from Maa- 
sachuseUs. nearly 2,000 ore from other 
Slates and oouutries. Th* se Z.Ottt pay for 
tuition alone over KW.tXXl; very m in/ pav 
terge sums, running up beyond 11.0(8) for 
tholr living there, of course, not oil of 
thts la pure gain to Massachusetts, but a 
v*jry large percentage My friend, who 
1* Lot a wealthy m*n. hut moniy jrell-to- 
do. tells me that hls son. who Is not a 
spendthrift. n**eds $1 2nn a year at Har¬ 
vard It would not be far wrong to put 
this annual cash tribute per student to 
the revenue of Massachusetts at I3&0. thts 
wuruld make the total net cash contribu¬ 
tion of the Harvard foreign student <vrp* 
no less than 31.000,000. In other words. 
Harvard University, by Its presence In 
Cambridge endows that region with the 
equivalent of I2ft.000.000 In 4 per cent, 
bonds. Such 1* the dlreot Income-produc- 
fn* virtue of a university, the bonus It 
pay* the people for allow'Lng It to dwell 
among them A similar taie Is to tetl of 
Tula, of Princeton, of Columbia, of Core 
tv ll, of many othera. They all lay' golden 
eggs for tho oommuntilee that permit 
them to nest there. 

Consider next the tax that Harvard 
levies upon Kentucky, which sends e 
quota of twenty to thirty student*, twen¬ 
ty-three the present year. Courting In the 
tuition, fifth or more, and the railroad fare, 
we can hardly put average gain to Mas¬ 
sachusetts and lose to Kentucky at much 
under |84c per student, so that the total 
will mount tip above 310,000. And Har¬ 
vard Is only one such bloodsucker; thert* 
are scores of others.

DducaJted In Other States. 


I have counted up the number of Ken¬ 
tuckians that arc paying other State* to 
educate them Of course I cannot make 
out the full list, but the number will 
rtse beyond 5«0. Thus there are thirty- 
seven at Charlottesville, twenty-two at 
Yale, fourteen at Princeton, eleven at 
Cornell, eighteen at Urbans, forty-four *1 
Ann Arbor, sixty-one at Vanderbilt, and 
eo on. Putting the average oet extra ex- 
P#*i*#> of three only at $300. a very krw 
estimate, wo And over I1W.000 us the 
net cosh loss to Kentucky tn education 
of h*r children beyond her border*. Tho 
State actually pay* out this sum, not lu- 
de*Kl for the whole education of these emi¬ 
grants. but is on extra beyond what It 
would cogt Kyntucklans to educate them 
just *s well here at home. This sum an¬ 
nually would maintain a faculty of flfty 
able professors hers In Lexington at an 
annual average salary of 33.000. the net 
cash profit of whose trade to the general 
commerce of the city nnd the State would 
hardly be less than 330.000.

A Possibility. 


In the A ret place, their resource* must 
steadily shrink In comparison with those 
of their Blate rivals. Tho annual Income 
from u fixed endowment tends to become 
less and less as the rale of interest tends 
to fall The law of diminishing return* 
wears away the solldvst and broadest busw 
laid by former benoflcenco There must 
be a steady Increase of endowment to 
maintain such a university whore It Is; 
like Alice In Wonderland It roust run wrlth 
all Its might In order to stand still. Mean¬ 
time the demands made upon it In every 
direction are Increasing alarmingly; the 
pow*?r of its alumni, though forming an 
army, Is taxed to the utmost to meet 
th* ir dully augmenting denumk. and even 
millions lavishly poured Into the treasury 
of Alton Mat**r rannot avail to maintain 
her In her ancient commanding position. 

For the resource* of tho State Uni¬ 
versity are immensely greater than those 
of the private institution can ever be 
The fortnor bus behind It the whole 
wealth of the State, of all the neople. 
who are dally learning more and more 
certainly that there is really no wuy for 
them to secure such groat and sure re¬ 
turns for <he!r money ua to support more 
arid more generously the Htate l nlverslty. 
Dally, too. they perceive more clearly that 
this support can never become a burden, 
that they can hardly even become con¬ 
scious of It, any more than the bull can 
fori the Qy on hls horn. The population 
of thla State Is nearly 2.600.000 A poll 
fax of 30 cents (h*t capita would pour 
3300,000 a year Into the University. But 
may be you don't like such a stunning 
poll tux, which strike* down Mindly and 
impartially. Well, then, your retiruated 
wealth Is uv«r $1.700,000.006—a two-tenths 
mill tax would yield It an Income of 8360.- 
OOu a year. The man worth Su.uftO would 
pay only $1 toward operating this 
mightiest engine of universal progress 
He would not hesitate to spend $1 per 
vrur for tobacco or confections or rnay 
be for something else of lea* unquestion¬ 
able virtu* The man woith $60,000 would 
pay $10 a year. If he did so for forty 
yectrs, It would amount to $400. Does that 
sound big?

Gets Full Return. 

Well, yuppose he send* on* son or one 
<tnught*r to the university for four years 
si a nominal rate for Intuition, getting 
as good Instruction as at Harvard or 
John* Hopkln* (and with such a revenue 
the Instruction might be quite ms good); 
well, then. ho‘d save over $MiO In tuition 
alone, 1200 or $3U) In traveling cxp«-nre% 


You *re, titan, that Kentucky has been 
all along main raining a very respectable 
university beyond hsr borders as wall as 
within them. And Just Imagine what aug¬ 
mentation Of power and of aoxanpliah- 
inunt. of glory and of renown, would have 
ooma to H had the State given this extra 
$160,000 n year lu a lump to this unl- 
verxity Instead of distributing It plecs- 
rosa! among our Northern and Eastern 
neighbor*. What would be the freMng of 
exultation If some angel should *uddeidy 
endow thi* Institution with $4,000,006 In 4 
par cenL bond*! And yet the State can 
*0 endow It without the cost of a cent- 
t>y simply recalling hor son* from be¬ 
yond tne river nnd educating them In 
Lexington instead of *t Cambridge or 
elsewhere. 

Someone may say that In any case some 
students would go North and East, or 
elnew’hora. no matter what educational 
advantage* were offered them here. Thi* 
1 * vary true and precisely as It should 
be. TM» universal diffusion and Inter¬ 
mingling of tha tides of life Is th* happy 
antidote of provincialism, and It is rightly 
accented by Nletxscha a* one of the 
agenda* that are absolving the modern 
European from the bonds of time sod 
place and dowering him with some of 
the dignity and freedom of Goethe** 
Overman Let your wins, then, have thul; 
wai.der yrer* and let them oome bock 
with uplifted hearts and widened brows, 
with farther-ranging eyes and blgber- 
sosting aspiration*.

Other* Will Conan. 

But who does not see that for every one 
that goes away from you there should be 
one that come* to you. In any Just dis¬ 
tribution of cducutJonmJ transmigrations? 
Y«, more! Kentucky occupies a com¬ 
manding vantugv ground In thi* regard 
A renowned Institution here In thi* fa¬ 
vored spot would naturally attract 
throng* of student* from other leu* fa¬ 
vored climes, from South and North, from 
East and West. There 1* no exaggera¬ 
tion In the statement that a really well- 
equlpp«d and wide-famed State univer¬ 
sity here In Lexington would be largely 
«upported by contributions direct or In¬ 
direct from sister States 

Apparently 1 have digressed from tho 
theals announced, namely, that the State 
Seminary' 1® Inherently stronger than Ua 
privately endowed oompwtltor. which it 
will steadily outstrip But It seemed !m- 

S >riant to prepare the way for the exhi- 
tlon of tha lltnltleas resources of th« 
oominonwtalth that earnestly enlUta In 
th* cause of higher education. We have 
just seen that th* State through Its in¬ 
dividual citizens does actually contribute 
a huge sum annually to outside Institu¬ 
tions for th«« education of Ua own chil¬ 
dren. Thla contribution falls often very 
heavily upon th«< individual, hut even a 
much larger contribution would not bo 
felt at all when distributed over tho whole 
community. 

An Easy Burden. 

Hence It Is that almost fabulous sums 
may be poured into the treasury of a 
State Institution without being perceived 
at all by the dtixensltlp. Amounts that 
would stagger the trustee* of oven such 
foundations as Chicago University or Le- 
Inml Stanford do not pms* even as a 
feather upon the brewed shoulders of the 
Commonwealth. This Is not an untried 
*xr«*rlm«?nt, and wherever It ha* been tr.ed 
the reault has been uniformly in* same 
A few yearkago. In the Wb, the people of 
Missouri were appalled at the Idea of 
giving moro than 17V** a year to the uni¬ 
versity ; a biennial appropriation of $100,- 
000 looked Mkc ruinous extravoganoe. 

In an official rejmrt prepared at request 
but not signed by me, I showed both the 
utter rase wtth which the Income and ef¬ 
ficiency of the university could be multi¬ 
plied many fold, and at the same time the 
relatively exec*.-!** cost of Us mainten¬ 
ance on the plan then followed. The eye* 
of some were opened, wise legislation fol¬ 
lowed and now th.* annual Income of the 
unlveraltv Is nearly f7C0.<W>. nearly te*i 
times that of twsnty-llvo years ago. 
Meantime the IticMrntn of taxation Is 
such that the contribution of (he poor 
man cannot be felt because of Its small- 
ues* nether that of the rich man because 
of tils own greatness. 

Still more striking Is the case of Wis¬ 
consin. Years ago I spent two winters 
at Prairie du Chlen; tne mercury frox* 
thirty-nine degree* betow xns>. but the 
temperature kept on falling stx degrees 
more, and that, too, even In the south¬ 
western part of the Rtnic. which Is storm- 
swept and cheerless for several month* 
of tn© y«ur. In natural beauty, fertility, 
resources, salubrity and delightful neap of 
climate. Wisconsin can hardly be named 
|along with Kentucky. But It is Inhabited! 
by a tough and sturdy race, accustornsd 
to far" Nature as foe and not as friend.; 
to seise eagerly upon every vnntnre- 
ground In the struggle for life, to ex¬ 
ploit their own powers to the utmost.

In 1200 to ll.LVJ In l2tM. an Increase p«*r 
hood of fl.H* In four year*, at this rat© 
It would now be Sl,4aft. Flaring them ox- 
aqjly side by side with Great Britain, 
the most opulent of all nations. In IS*>. 
Suppose sums one should suggest to them 
economy and reduction In th© university 
budget. He could not obtain s hearing, 
ho would be booted off the stage. Thoy 
know well not only that the weight of 
this taxation Is scarcely perceptible, but 
also that the immense ref urns In the in¬ 
creased industrial, comnwrcinl and profes¬ 
sional efficiency of the people would 
amply Justify an expenditure ten times 
os great.

Th© Stair of Kentucky had a valuation 
of 3L36ft.OUO.OuO In 1200, of $L5r.Mu.OOO in 
l&M. and now of about Jl.TJu.u0,000, about 
one-half that of Wisconsin The earn© 
tax of twenty cent* per thousand of val¬ 
uation, or of four-tenths of a mill on as¬ 
sessment, would yield nearly or quite 
SttO.Otti annual Income to your university, 
and that too without either the poorest 
or th© richest so much «* feeling the 
wslxht of the feather. Feel the weight, 
do I say? Nay. Is there any that can 
doubt that such a weight would be os 
shining wtnga to th© upward rush of 
the proud K4igl© Commonweailh In riches, 
tn honor, tn dignity. In sv«ry form or 
civic and political prosperity a* well as 
Intellectual greatness and renown? "The 
feather that adorn* tit© royal bird sup¬ 
port* hie (light. strip him of hls plumage 
and you Ax ldtn to the earth!"

Hold On People Strengthens. 


Rtlll another consideration will show 
with what Infinite ease a mighty Com¬ 
monwealth lifts aloft her university a* 
the radiant g*-m upon her brow. A* her 
substance Increases by leaps and bounds, 
the natural Income or her university also 
Increases at equal pace Th© reaction of 
the university upon the State quicken* 
the march or advancing wealth among 
tho people most notably, for tt increase* 
immensely the efficiency of all or nearly 
all that oome under Its lnfftieno©. It 1* 
In fhet on oxaggaj ated case of transform¬ 
ing unskilled Into skilled labor. The mere 
possession of a cottage diploma or oven 
certificate Is everywhere recognised as a 
valuable asset, even more eagerly sought 
In the thirties than In the tw«nti©a 
Recently an engineer applied to a col¬ 
lege for a degree cn oertaJn ground©, 
his avowed motive bHng to secure an 
Increase of salary, which hls employee^ 
refused him, although hls service* were 
satisfactory, because he wo* not a grad¬ 
uate. This growtli In personal efficiency,

Graduates' Earning Power. 


No wonder then that once established 
tt become* an Integral and Inseparable 
part of th© Htata conscluusnsss, that Us 
nold on th© people strengthens year after 
year, for It strikes Its roots through all 
strata of society. It draws its sap. th© 
rills of Its life from fjxr and from near, it 
spreads abroad with divine impartiality 
th© protection of it* shade, th© beauty 
of Its bloom, the h©h’»flr©m'«* of tta frulL 
To pluck It up would bo to brenk up 
and destroy th© mold tts«df of civic ana 
social Ilf©. The miner of the mountains, 
tli© herdsman of th© htlla. the toiler tn tho 
glebe, the clerk at the desk, th© sales¬ 
man nt th© counter, even the mother at 
her washtub (and here I *p©Ak from por- 
sonal observation) may thrill with pride 
at th© thought of a son or daughter enter¬ 
ing through Its wide.opened gate* upon 
paths that lead to th© summit* of us^ful- 
nuss and renown. 

Thus th© State University N*oomo© tho 
connective tissue of the political organ¬ 
ism. and for tho cltixen masses a star 
of hope, u pillar of faith, an object of 
lov©. What we might thus anticipate 
is fully confirmed by observation. Who 
ha* not remarked th© deep and wen In¬ 
tense affection liornc by alumni toward 
some little-famcd Htate Institution, con¬ 
trasting utmost pathetically with the 
light-hmrted cavalier aftltud© of other 
siblings toward some far more Illustrious 
mother?

Protection of the High School. 


Th© earning power of th© graduate Is 
certainly augmented ©D the average by 
over f&ob per year, and this, too, for an 
average of more than thirty ysara No 
that the total wealth-producing value of 
a college education must average over 
fl6,<J0u. ©oppose It onty 310.000. which la 
absurdly low; then If th© university 
sends forth only twenty such alumni per* 
year, she enlarge* the total annual In¬ 
come by $2?0,000. If she sends forth lOq 
children yearly, she expands th© annual 
Income of th© State by fbO»W,000; as such 
a unlvenutty, suponrted by a million dol¬ 
lar* Income, would easily graduate 2U0 
vearly. tn this way alone she would 
pour back Into th© yearly Income of th© 
State, at the lowest reckoning. $2,000,00). 
two dollar© for every on© ©pact upon 
her. 

This reckoning Is Imaginary only In 
failing away below the mark. It Is far 
more than confirmed by th© example of 
©very State that has generously sup¬ 
ported Its university. 

You sec, then, how this latter con¬ 
tains In itself th© principle of an In¬ 
definite augmentation of Us own re¬ 
source nnd usefutnera. Let the State 
develop and enrich the university. The 
untvenrtty replies by developing and en¬ 
riching th© State In double* yen, tn 
triple, in tenfold measure. Their mutual 
good th© more communicated the more 
abundant grow a The State is con¬ 
firmed and strengthened by the burden 
of the university, which It maintain©, 
even as the arch la not crushed, but is 
strengthened and established by the 
weight of the superincumbent mass.

A Glance At the Future. 


Consider once more for a moment th© 
enormous power behind the State Institu¬ 
tion. When Wi*et«udn contributes $1.B».- 
fWu yearly to her noble seminary, she 
practically endows It with $86.i*0O,OW tn 4 
por cent, bonds. But the w«nith of Wis¬ 
consin about doubles Itself In twenty 
years, so tha* In lflfiO hsr annual Univer¬ 
sity budget would hardly fall under 
I 3 .gn. 000 . representing an endowment of 
IdO.iM^OGO. Does any on* hope that Owe 
endowment even uf Harvard or of Chi¬ 
cago University will mount up In twenty 
year* to such colossal proportions? It Is 
not Strang** then that l>r. Pritchett, presi¬ 
dent of the famous Carnegie Foundation, 
declares that "the great Htate Universi¬ 
ties erf the Central West are getting the 
greatest support of any Institutions In th© 
country, tnelr Income* almost apprixt- 
nutlng that of Harvard to-day. Ten years 
from now they will double It. Thoy are 
to become th© great educational Institu¬ 
tions of th© country.** So ©ays this high 
authority. 

Tim examples of Wisconsin. Michigan, 
and such States must be followed nnd 
will be followed by all States that would 
maintain Uxflr own dignity and advance 
the highest Interests and promote the ma¬ 
terial welfare af their own cltisenship 
It requires then no clairvoyant's eye nor 
second sight to behold In the State Uni¬ 
versities of tho next generation by far 
the brightest constellation of agent?ies for 
the enlightenment and glorification of 
man that hnvv shone In the firmament of 
history Not even Germany, with her 
score of Universities, will be nblo to keep 
step with the seven-league strides of the 
81stcrhood of Republics.

The People's University. 


Advancing now to the second point 
of potable superiority we remsilc the 
strength of the Htate University lies 
neither merely nor mainly tn the mess- 
ureh'«* muterml resources pledged to Its 
support, but far more In Its close con¬ 
tact with the tr.oss of the people. It U 
pre-eminently (heir university, main¬ 
tained with their money, dear to their 
hauls and devotod to th*dr Interest*, 
rvratitng tn their affections with a warmth 
and Intimacy unknown to the private in¬ 
stitution It Is the University erf Democ¬ 
racy It stands for the democmunition of 
knowledge 

Now. 1 mysolf am very far from ruling 
out aristocracy and all It stands for from 
tho permuraent agencies of civilisation 
and progress. The Ideal assemblage of 
social condition* Is pictured not by a deed 
lew), but by an undulating surface, a 
mountain land with valleys lowly but 
kivoly. wtth brood-shouldered ridge* *nd 
sharps* mi ring peaks. It ts the wide In¬ 
terval between the highest and the deep¬ 
est that imparts the ^pathos of distance" 
to the drama of human life, that power¬ 
fully suggrata the Indefinite possibilities of 
human Improvement that energises th© 
race In Us upward strivings by fixing its 
gas** upon (he ascending ladder rounds, 
even as Dante song. "She was gaxtng 
aloft, and 1 at her' (Ella guardavu suso. 
ed lo in lei). 


The hour contract* and already I may 
have taxed your patience, but on© other 
point of almost necessary superiority de¬ 
mands attention. Directly counter os It 
may run to th© prevailing Idea, 1 main¬ 
tain that the flnu-set Htate University 
Is the natural protector of the High 
fichooL the natural uptlfter and upbearer 
of high standards of preparation for en¬ 
trance and of achlewnusnt for gradu¬ 
ation. 

And that, too. for a very simple but 
compelling reason: BHnx supported by 
the State, being independent of patron¬ 
age and of the favor of patrons. It need 
not b« tempted to lower lu standards tn 
order to Inflate Its attendance and eo en¬ 
large It* Income, nor to cheapen Its hon- 
ore* In ordor to pl«a*o 1*© cunning©. It 
can afford to go boldly ahead, ieadtng and 
not led. guiding the currents of popular 
thought unu not guided by them, setting 
up and proclaiming und champion big and 
reallxlng it* own Ideals no matter how 
lofty, and 'ocrcing the public mind to 
wider views, to higher alma to larger 
Issues. 

Of course. It Is not claimed that this 
natural and inevitable leadership has thus 
far been often assumed Certntnly not, 
for th© Htate University la only Just now 
ooming to consciousness of ft* mighty 
|K>s*lblllt1©s and sublime destiniee. But 
even now seventeen Htate universities re¬ 
quire fifteen units for admission to the 
courses In science and liberal arts, seven 
require fourteen, on© rwjulre© fourteen 
nnd a half. Now of the great private 
Institutions only two. Harvard and 
Princeton, have a requirement higher than 
fifteen units, and twenty-four have only 
overtaken private Institution*.

Comes From Abowo. 

Do not for one Instant suppose that 
the onward thrust of education comes 
from below, from the common or sec¬ 
ondary school© or even from th© collegia 
By no means! In all ages the educative 
Impulse has proceeded from above, not 
from below; It ha* be*n not a push, but 
u pull. The system of education u a 
cone, not supported on It© base, but 
suspended from It© vertex When tho 
vertex Is born© aloft, th© whole cone t* 
carried with It. Let there be any inade¬ 
quacy or defect at th© top. und It will 
trickle down In augmented flood, swell¬ 
ing like a mountain torrent through all 
th© forms below. 

It Is a commonplace that It was the 
German schoolmaster that triumphed at 
6©dan. and the first measure taken by 
France towards regeneration was the 
thoroughgoing reform of her educational 
system. Two generations earlier, when 
the military pride of Prussia slipped into 
dust and ashes on the field of Jena, the 
first step tek*»n by that humiliated 
people toward the restoration of Its glory 

.as the founding of the University or 
Jeriln. A wiser one would have been 
impossible. Th© German bankers and 
business men of Berlin rightly recognised 
the great regenerative, prosperity-produc¬ 
ing and empire-making Influence of that * 
uulverslty. when not long *g° tRojr vol¬ 
untarily presented U with a parse of five 
millions.

But why go to Oennany? The most 
brilliant example perhaps of th© aimlght- 
taea* of training and culture, the mecca 
of the scholar, the holy land of Uarning- 
but here at our own doors are Illustra¬ 
tions almost as conspicuous It 
Uroated that the discovery at the Uni¬ 
versity of Missouri of%he anti-toxin for 
hog cholera will save $3,u0u.utf) annually 
to the Missourians. w»*o for generation* 
insisted that they were too poor to sup¬ 
port a university. Too poor! What an 
mvermion of the truth! Htandlng the 
facte on th©tr he*!* Instead of tbslr 
feet! Let the history of Wisconsin teach 
them they wore too poor not to support 
tt It Is widely known and otearty recog- 
nixed that the great axterage wealth In 
this latter State is largely the creation 
of her university. That b«r beef and 
dairy products now lead th© market is 
th© direct result of tho research work at 
Madison. 


It seems then that the State seminary is 
fast overtaking the private tn 0*» matter of 
standard as in ©very ocher. It was ufth 
profound satisfaction that l read th© 
answer mode to President Pritchett by 
President Patterson so firmly doprooatlng 
any lowering of th© Carnegie standard 
in favor of the South, and Tn word© *0 
characteristic ally clear, wise. woU-wetghed, 
comprehensive, und convincing. Any such 
lowering from fourteen to ten would be 
an open proclamation to the world of 
hoplcse Inferiority In Southern civilisa¬ 
tion and would brand the mark of ahame 
upon the brow of every Southern State. 

No! The youth of th© South, and pre¬ 
eminently the youth of Kentucky, or© la 
native endowment unsurpassed on this 
planet, and there It absolutory no round 
reason why the standard of scholarship 
should fall in Lexington while rising 
elsewhere. A generation ago a class¬ 
mate of mine footed up th© account of 
lit* studies and found It Impossible with¬ 
out overwork to graduate from Kea- 
tucky University In two years, for that 
reason only he left Lexington and went 
to Prlpceton. and did graduate there In 
th© safer* two years. Assuredly the sons 
of the dark and bloody ground are fully 
worthy of their sires.
